PrMtatat and infant health work 


is cnphaaiaed by the American 
Child Health Association as being 
most important in the whole future 
life of the child. By correlating the 
work formerly done by two organ- 
izations, the American Child Hy- 
giene Association and the Child 
Health Organisation of America, 
child health work in this country will 
be formed into a complete cycle, ex- 
tending from the pre-natal period to 
maturity. Medical examination of 
school children, compulsory birth 
registration, the establishment of a 
clearing house of health informa- 
tion for mothers and teachers, as 
well as pre-natal and post-natal 
work for mothers and babies, are 
some of the measures advocated by 
the new organization which has 
among its officers such men as Dr. 
L. Emmett Holt, the eminent child 
specialist. Dr. LiTingston Fanand, 


former chairman of the American 
Red Cross and now president *f 
Cornell University, Dr. Thomas D. 
Wood of Colombia tTniversity and 
Dr. Philip Van Ingen of New York 
City. The American Relief Admin- 
istration of which Mr. Hoover is also 
the president, will throw the full 
weight of its experience in feeding 
starving European children, into the 
projects of the new American Child 
Health Association. 
Mothers and 


babies all over America, will thus 
have the benefit of the most ap- 
proved and scientific methods in nu- 
trition and general health work.
